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DETAILED ACTION 

This responds to Applicant's Arguments/Remarks filed 04/21/2009. Claims 128, 
136, and 148-149 have been amended. Claims 1-127, 129, 142-146, and 150-152 
have been cancelled. Claims 128, 130-141, and 147-149 are now pending in this 
application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 128, 130-141, and 147-149 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not anticipate or render obvious Applicant's claimed invention wherein a golf ball 
comprises a spherical object having an outer spherical surface and having a first void 
recessed below the outer spherical surface and a second void recessed below the outer 
spherical surface of said spherical object, the first void being located at a first pole of a 
first axis of the spherical object and the second void being located at a second pole of 
the first axis, wherein the spherical object has a center which is the center of the golf 
ball and wherein the center of the golf ball is on the first axis, wherein the first void and 
the second void are configured to receive at least one electronic component and 
wherein the first void has a first solid and closed base and the second void has a 
second solid and closed base and wherein the at least one electronic component has a 
first surface which faces inwardly towards the center of the golf ball and has a second 
surface which faces outwardly away from the center of the golf ball; at least one 
antenna attached to the outer spherical surface, the at least one antenna configured to 
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transmit an RF signal and coupled to the at least one electronic component through a 
first contact pad and a second contact pad both of which are disposed on the second 
surface and both of which face outwardly away from the center of the golf ball along the 
first axis and wherein a portion of the at least one antenna extends over the first void to 
couple to the first and the second contact pads; and a shell that encloses said spherical 
object.
